SUCCESS IN OPTIMISM 


Egy We] PERSON in business, looking toward 
’ {YI success, finds optimism—if he has it—a 
most treasured possession. If he is in 
business for himself, he finds that his 
optimistic outlook helps him to visualize pros- 
perity and success and to bring these into evi- 
dence. If he is an employee, he finds his serv- 
ices in demand. 

The business man who is an optimist finds 
that he attracts patrons and customers not only 
because of their desire to deal with him in a 
business way, but also because they want to 
share in his optimism. There is a tendency in 
our nature that inclines us to want to associate 
with optimists. 

During the period of unemployment, em- 
ployers when looking for help had difficulty in 
finding those who had the optimistic viewpoint 
of business. They would often interview many 
applicants for a position before finding one 
possessed of the spirit of optimism. The busi- 
ness man who needs help does not care to in- 
trust his business to those of a pessimistic out- 
look. The pessimistic person spreads an at- 
mosphere of failure that is quite undesirable 
in a business enterprise. 

Many an applicant for a position fails to 
secure what he seeks because the person who 
interviews him discovers he is not optimistic. 
The employee who has a negative attitude to- 
ward prosperity and success usually finds him- 
self unpopular with his employer. When busi- 
ness slumps and needs confidence and optimism, 
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he knows that the employee who is pessimistic 
cannot be of much service. Psychology in busi- 
ness is well understood nowadays; the time ap- 
proaches when the pessimist will not be able 
to hold a position. 

The employee who has an air of optimism 
and success can do a great deal in his posi- 
tion. His optimistic thought has power to 
transform a business slump and to put a 
crippled business on its feet again. In any 
large business organization, we find that those 
who succeed and are given places of preferment 
and confidence are those who can be intrusted 
with the sacred duty of injecting optimism into 
the business. 

Many an office worker becomes tired at his 
desk because he is given entirely to routine 
thinking. At least some part of his time each 
day should be given to new ideas. He should 
always have in mind the ideal of improving 
his part of the business and, incidentally, his 
own personal welfare. His optimistic spirit will 
do much toward getting a wider vision of things 
and beholding the success picture. 

The need of optimism in business can only 
be balanced by the supply of optimistic persons 
to assist in business enterprises. The recent 
trend upward in business has come entirely 
from the upward trend in the consciousness of 
business people. Confidence in business has 
been restored because confidence has been re- 
stored to the consciousness of man. 

A financial panic comes when many men 
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consent to entertain thoughts of fear and pes- 
simism about business. Then we hear some 
one unacquainted with business psychology say 
that things are in a terrible shape. We must 
remember that the minds of business people get 
into a terrible “shape” before things are af- 
fected in any way. Thought, not things, decides 
whether a business succeeds or fails. 


If your business has been at a standstill 
and you have been pessimistic about its success, 
try the optimism cure. If you have not ad- 
vanced as you think you should, try being an 
optimist. Take the optimistic view of business 
and its future instead of thinking and talking 
business limitation. The present wave of opti- 
mism in business will do much to encourage 
you to be an optimist. You will find business 
leaders everywhere, business magazines on 
every hand, shouting the message of good cheer 
and prosperity. 

The pessimist has plenty of opportunity to- 
day to be convinced of the value and power of 
optimism. He has seen the connection be- 
tween pessimism and failure; now let him see 
the relation between optimism and success. Let 
him try optimism and be as diligent in pro- 
claiming success as he has been in preaching 
failure and lack. 

Somehow, the world today takes on a rosy 
hue. The optimist knows that there is always 
plenty and he has no difficulty in keeping his 
eyes upon it. 








GETTING ALONG WITH 
OURSELVES 


UITE OFTEN psychologists and educa- 
tors try to help us to get along with 
other persons, but rarely are we taught 
how to get along with ourselves. The 

individual may get along in the company of 
others and yet feel utterly lost if compelled 
to spend a day or even an evening by himself. 
He may shine in the company of others and 
still be a perfect bore to himself when alone. 

One psychologist has explained that some 
persons, when left alone, do not sleep at night 
because they become afraid of their subcon- 
scious thoughts and are compelled to stay 
awake. We can see that the individual who is 
with other persons a great deal acquires more 
interests, becomes more alert mentally, and in 
turn becomes more alert subconsciously. Be- 
cause he comes to depend upon other persons 
to a large extent, he develops in personal con- 
sciousness and may consequently be given, when 
alone, to reflection about his relations with 
others, carrying his thoughts to the verge of 
self-condemnation and regrets if the relations 
seem to warrant it. 

If we would train ourselves, when alone, 
to think of life in a more or less abstract way, 
instead of getting into personal consciousness, 
life would be easier for us. If we are associated 
with many persons during the day, the time 
just before going to sleep should not be given 
to personal consciousness. If we have had un- 
happy experiences during the day, we should 
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keep these out of our sleep by keeping them 
out of mind in the evening. 

If you want to get along with yourself when 
alone, do not open up your subconsciousness and 
expose unpleasant memories or fears for the 
future. Be as considerate of yourself as you 
would be of others. You will not be happy 
when compelled to spend some time alone if 
you let your subconsciousness get the best of 
you. The only excuse for going over the events 
of the day or of your life is for the sake of 
prayer. Surely, prayer should not be con- 
sidered a time for opening up subconscious wor- 
ries and leaving them exposed for long periods 
of time. 

When we are alone, we should fortify our- 
selves with new ideas and with strength that 
we can use when we resume intercourse with 
others and with the world of activity. If we 
would consider moments of solitude as times 
for finding ourselves and God within us, we 
should not feel a sense of loss or loneliness 
when alone. The person who is panic-stricken 
when he discovers he must spend an evening 
alone, shows that he has not found God and 
himself. 

We shall not get along with ourselves if 
there is something about us that terrifies us. 
If when by ourselves, we constantly face the 
task of viewing past events that bring up 
remorse, self-condemnation, and worries, we 
shall find ourselves trying to escape solitude. 

We show ourselves our real self when we 
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are alone. This is the time when our spiritual 
development is most in evidence or is con- 
spicuous by its absence. This is the time for 
us to discover within ourselves the power of 
silence. The time of being alone with God 
should be a time of rejoicing. We cannot find 
God in the crowd and in the busy world unless 
we first find Him apart from these. 

Getting along with ourselves calls for dis- 
covering within ourselves something so majes- 
tic that we are not given to worry or to fear. 
The person who cannot spend an evening alone 
with a book or engaged in some solitary work 
views himself with alarm. He seeks to escape 
from himself by asking friends to call or by 
hying himself to a movie. 

To get along with ourselves we must not 
think of ourselves as bundles of complexes and 
worries. We must not be given to self-condem- 
nation and self-depreciation. Whether in mo- 
ments of solitude or in gay and busy crowds, 
we must feel that there is within us something 
noble and majestic that is unaffected by per- 
sons, things, and circumstances. 

We can see that we must have an abiding 
faith in something within us if we expect to 
get along with ourselves when alone. We need 
to feel that moments of reflection or prayer 
will cause this inner presence to become so real 
to us that we lose sight of the unpleasant 
rmemories that might come to mind. This pres- 
ence must be so real to us that we have no fear 
of loneliness when alone. 




















MAN LEARNS TO HEAL HIMSELF 


! WHE GREATEST piece of news that 
fea tau could be flashed to the world would be 
Hq veg the news that man has within himself 

“—=a4 the power to heal himself. Man, hav- 
ing the presence and power of God within him- 
self, has power to keep himself in perfect health. 
No greater news could be given to humanity 
than that of the indwelling God and His power 
to restore man to health. 


In the past, man has looked to all kinds of 
things as possibly offering a cure. He looked to 
plant, animal, and stone to relieve him of dis- 
ease. Possibly he looked to external things for 
cure because he thought that his disease had 
come from the external. He looked to God out- 
side of him for help and prayed to Him to re- 
move the disease. We can see that he needed to 
evolve to the place where he found the cause of 
disease within himself and, likewise, there 
found the cure. 


Man produces mental and physical inhar- 
mony within himself when he thinks and acts 
contrary to Truth. He may willfully or igno- 
rantly think and act against the commands of 
God but manifest disease in himself just the 
same. He may unconsciously disobey the divine 
law but he is still a lawbreaker. 

Man has within himself the disease pro- 
ducer: adverse thought. Likewise, within him 
is the source of his health: the presence and 
power of God. We can see that this is a wise 
provision. Since God is within him, he has a 
remedy ever at hand. He may be a thousand 
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miles from the material remedy on which his 
fellows depend for treatment but he has within 








himself that which is mighty to remove disease 
from him and restore him to perfect health. f 
The message of Christian healing is readily 
accepted by those who have failed to find health te 
in external and material things. It is the mes- in 
sage which directs us to the presence and thi 
power of God within us, the source of our life, Go 
health, and strength. Man heals himself when ont 
he acknowledges the power of God. He lets ka 
God work in and through him. He becomes an 
open channel for the life streams of God. He thi 
catches the vision of his perfect health and this oie 
image is objectified in his body. nen 
Disease is no longer an entity or a reality ing 
to the person who catches the vision of health. the 
He sees health as all that can be true of man. cor 
He knows that man created in the image of God abs 
cannot in Truth be a likeness of something un- hat 
like God.

HOW OMNISCIENT IS GOD? 
A Little Study in Absolute Metaphysics 


ep OD IS omniscience, all science or know]l- 
been edge of Truth, all science of spiritual 
5) | reality. Man can know the science of 

God or experience spiritual under- 
standing only through spiritual consciousness. 
In his workaday world he may “know” many 
things that have no place in the omniscience of 
God and, consequently, part of his work when 
entering spiritual consciousness is to “un- 
know” that which he formerly accepted as true. 

“But,” you may ask, “does not God know all 
things? Does not He know our diseases and 
shortcomings?” Remember that man is the 
knower and God is man’s spiritual understand- 
ing. Since God is Truth, if God could know 
that man has disease, then disease would be- 
come an eternal verity and would become true 
about man. Does God know that brother John 
had indigestion last Friday night? In universal 
Truth there exists but one fact about man that 
concerns his health and perfection. In uni- 
versal Truth there is no brother John, no in- 
digestion, no Friday night. There exists only 
man in perfect health for all time. 

When we enter a state of prayer, we do not 
inform God about someone’s indigestion or ask 
if He knew about it. We pray in order to charge 
our minds with the truth that God “knows,” 
or with the knowledge of Truth that comes to 
us in prayer. We enter into an attitude of 
prayer so that our minds may “unknow” what 
they have thought about disease or shortcom- 
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ings and be filled with spiritual knowledge. 

Omniscience must represent an absolute 
ideal to us. Man has power to know all things 
in the sense of knowing both good and evil, 
health and disease; but in the omniscience of 
God there exists only man’s good and his health. 
Man may be dual-minded, but God is not. 

Do not think of God as some sort of a cos- 
mic brain. You cannot understand what we 
call the mind of God from studying your own 
mind in its conscious reasoning, entertaining 
opposing thoughts, taking cognizance of per- 
sonal matters and of personal shortcomings. 

How omniscient is God? His omniscience 
is unlimited as far as absolute Truth is con- 
cerned. Think of God as “all absolute science 
or spiritual knowledge,” but do not try to in- 
clude in this any belief that God knows personal 
shortcomings in the sense that man knows them. 
If God were something that knew both good 
and evil, He would be on the same level as un- 
regenerate man, dual-minded in His thinking. 

Quite often we hear it said that God can 
do all things; but there remains one thing that 
God cannot do, and that is to think evil. 

We call God the one Mind because there is 
but one science or knowledge of Truth, but one 
spiritual consciousness. Were there two minds, 
two spiritual sciences, there would need to be 
two gods. In Truth, there is but one God and 
only one Mind of Truth; only one spiritual con- 
sciousness known to the man who is freed from 
dual-mindedness.
